Nonetheless, it appeared that 
the cotncil was finished and that 
ZANU will row fight it out with 
its rival, the Zimbabwe African 
People’s Union (ZAPU), led by 
Joshua Ukomo, for the leadership 
of the first black majority gov- 
emmment in Rhodesia, 

_ Separate Areas 

To what extent this struggle 
will affect the conduct of the 
nationalist war against the white 
government remains to be seen. 
But some observers here felt each 
faction would be fighting in sep- 
arate areas inside Rhodesia and 
probably from different neighbor- 
ing countries and, thus, the na- 
tionalist war effort would not be 
seriously hampered. 

The ZANU breakaway now 
makes it extremely unlikely that 
the US. effort to find a nego- 
tiated settlement to the Rhodesian 
dispute will succeed, for the 
group's leaders are determined to 
fight on for @ military

A resolution pledging all groups 
to the armed struggle to the 
exclusion of a negotiated settle- 
ment was proposed by the ZANU 
leadership during prolonged 
talks here among the rival 
Zimbabwean factions.

U.S. Is Deleting 
‘Loyalty Oaths’ 
On Job Forms 


NEW YORK, Sept. 10 (AP).— 
The Civil Service Commission 
has ordered the deletion from 
all federal job applications of 
McCarthy-era questions about 
membership in the Communist 
party or revolutionary groups. 

The “loyalty oaths." which 
proliferated in government and 
the private sector during the 
Communist-hunting deys of the 
late Sen. Joseph McCarthy, R- 
Wis, had been a part of the 
federal forms since April, 1953. 

The American Civil Union dis- 
closed this week that the Civil 
Service Commission ordered the 
questions struck from the forms 
following a series of court actions 
pt acking their constitutionality. 

ACLU legal director Melvin 
Wulf called the government ac- 
tion “the long overdue abolition 
of these relics of McCarthyism.” 
He described the loyalty ques- 
tions as “highly offensive intru- 
stons on the political beliefs and 
associations of applicants for 
federal jobs,”

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The Defense Issue... 


President Ford's attack on the “voices of 
retreat” that urge the Ualted States to re- 
duce defense spending and “to withdraw” 
American troops from overseas appears to 
be an attempt to pin an anti-defense Jabe: 


on Jimmy Carter—-a label that is not justifi- 
ed by the Democratic candidate's stated 
Positions. But Mr, Ford's evident belief that 
he could force the issue intu such black- 
and-white terms may explain his early em- 
phasis on defense and bis eariter unsuc- 
Cessful proposal that national security af- 
fairs be the first subject for the projected 
Ford-Carter debates. 

The country undoubtedly fs in a mood 
supportive of a strong defense stand, as 
Indicated by congressional refusal this year, 
for the first time in this decade. to make 
significant cuts in the administration’s milita- 
Ty budget despite a $14-billion increase. As 
for troops overseas, after years of steadily 
gtowing support for Senator Mansfield’s pro- 
posals for cutbacks everywhere, especially In 
Europe. the certainty of overwhelming de- 
feat kept the Senate majority leader from 
even introducing his resolution this year. 

Against this background, Mr. Carter's ef- 
forts to differentiate his position from the 
administration’s posture on defense spending 
and overseas deployments understandably 
have been quite limited, except perhaps on 
one issue—Korea. On defense spending, Mr. 


Carter has not favored a cutback, but a 
smaller increase than the administration. 
His support for a strong American contri- 
bution to conventiona: defenses in Wesf Eu- 
rope--in part to put less reliance on tactical 
nuclear weapons—has heen consistent. 


fn favoring reductions i Europe if mutual 
cutbacks ean be arranged with the Soviet 
Onion—or tf new NATO weapons can substi- 
tute for some manpower without cutting 
strength—Mr. Carter’s position varies little, 
yf at all, from the Ford administration's. 
Where he may part company with the ad- 
ministration to some extent. apart from 
Korea. is in his feeling that there might be 
some reductions in American forces in the 
Western Pacific generally and some shift 
toward NATO. 

On Korea, there is a significant difference. 
Even after the recent incident that claim- 
ed two American lives, Mr, Carter has con- 
tinued to voice a hope that American ground 
forces could be withdrawn in two or three 
years, But he has hedged by emphasizing 
prior ta:ks—and presumably agreement— 
with the South Korean and Japanese gov- 
ernments He has also proposed a prior 
agreement with the Soviet Union to assure 
the security of South Korea—not a very 
fruitful proposition since China, not Russia, 
is North Korea’s sponsor, former cobelli- 
gerent and current backer in the four-power 
Panmunjom armistice arrangements. 


..and Arms Control 


Apart from Korea, two other significant 
national security issues have been posed by 
Mr. Carter—without as yet 2 direct response 
from Mr. Ford. One is his opposition to the 
Ford administration’s large-scale arms sales 
to Third World countries, particularly Iran 
and Saudi Arabia. Even more important is 
his disagreement 
weapons programs preparing a counterforce 
capability for limited strategic nuclear war, 
a major departure from the earlier Amer- 
fean strategy of deterrence. Mr. Carter has 
also urged a far more vigorous anti-prolif- 
eration policy than has been pursued until 
recently by the Ford administration. But 
the differences here are being blurred now 
by ἃ shift in Washington toward the Carter 
viewpoint, : 

‘There are ambiguities and gaps in Mr 
Carter's defense posture, and there ate issues

not yet made up his mind, such as the B-1 
bomber and the Cruise missile. But he agrees 
with the President and Secretary Kissinger 
on the existence of “rough equivalence” with 
the Soviet Union in strategic forces and the 
need for a strategic arms limitation treaty 
(SALT) to codify that balance as a start 
toward reductions. 

Overall. both major presidential candi- 
dates would appear to be well within the 
mainstream of American defense thinking. 
The issues that a:ready have emerged and 
other realistic options can be usefally debat- 
ed and may help to educate the country 
about future choices. But Mr Ford's initial 
effort suggests a belief that he can evoke 
the kind of dramatic contrast that in reality 
does not seem to exist and is therefore likely 
to confuse rather than inform the country 
on this ernucial topic.

A Lieutenant’s Credo 


Western intelligence experts are under- 
standably elated over the delivery of a 
Soviet supersonic MiG-25 fighter piane, the 
most advanced of ifs type, which was land- 
ed in Japan by 2 defecting pilot, Lt. Viktor 
Belenko. Even more noteworthy than the 
military's access to this remarkable plane’s 
engines, electronic gear and other equip- 
ment, however. may be the Leutenant’s 
credo. 

“This was a planned fight to defect from 
the Soviet Union,” Lt. Belenko said. “I have 
been longing for freedom in the United 
States, Life in the Soviet Union has not 
changed from that existing in the days of 
Czarist Russia when there had been no 
freedom.” 


What makes these words so remarkable is 
that they were spoken not by a Soviet in- 
tellectual or scientist. The loss of Marxist 
faith, among the Solzhenitsyns, the Sakha- 
rovs and others in the Soviet intellectual 
world is no longer startling news. But Lf. 
Belenko is a fighter pilot, whose loyalty was 
judged to he sufficient to entrust him with 
a MiG-25 and station him in area from 
which he could fy to freedom His defection 
raises the question of how many other 
Beienkos there may be among trusted of- 
ficers in the Soviet armed forces, and how 
widespread the hunger for freedom may be 
among the population at large.

Chinese Imponderables 

Although Mao's death was not unexpected, 
bis passing cannot fail to shock the nation. 
He leaves behind neither an untroubled 
land nor an undisputed successor. The recent 
spate of natural disasters, including a shower 
of meteorites in Manchuria and earthquakes 
im Yunan, Tang Shan and Szechuan, have 
aroused old superstitions among the Chi- 
nese that a “heavenly mandate”. has expir- 
ed and the end of the “Mao dynasty” is near. 
To the last, Mao did everything possib:e to 
ensure that after his death the country 
would keep the course he had set, but it 
seems less than certain that he has succeed- 
ed. The new leadership's first priority will be 
to try to restore unity. If it is wnsuccess- 
ful, forces may be liberated which jeopardize 
Mao’s political legacy. There are no signs 
of sudden change or internal chaos, but the 
Chinese undoubtedly have a difficult: period 
before them.
